SWINGS FROM NEXT HOUSE 


Battaliori’ Chief, Held by Feet, 
Snatches One Out of Flames 
In ‘Window. 


Taking risks |. which seemed to specta- 
tors almost like deliberately throwing 
their lives away firemen made three 
difficult ‘rescues last night at a fire 
which destroyed a five-story brick tene- 


ment house at. 247 Ciinton. Street. 

The fire started on the first floor and 
in a few minutes was roaring up the 
stairs and spreading on each floor. The 
flames were raging in the hall of the 
fifth floor before the occupants of that 
floor Had warning...By the time they 
got to the escapes flames from the 
windows ‘of. the lower floors were en- 
veloping the iron ladders. 

Nellie. Callahan,- 19. years old, who 
lived» on the top floor, ran back to one 
of the front windows when she found 
all escape cut off.’ She was about to 
jump whén the crowds shouted to her 
that firemen were tryifig to rescue her. 
Fireman Timothy O’Leary of Engine 15, 
who was off duty at the time, appeared 
in the window of the fifth. Se #8

way to the window of the burning 
bullding. 

Smoke was pouring out of the window 
whén he reached the girl, picked her up 
under the arms and lifted her out. 
Holding hér under the arms, he started 
to crawl on the ledge to the window of 
the adjoining building. He edged along 
inch by inch, From the street he ap- 
peared to be clinging in sume miracu- 
lous manner to the face of the building, 
the ledge being so narrow tha: it was 
almost invisible from the s+rect. 

Another Woman Appears. 

While the crowd expected every sec- 
ond to see the two killed by a fall to 
the sidewalk, another woman appeared 
screaming at the same window, which 
was lighted up by the flames. As soon 
as Fireman O'Leary and ‘the girl had 
been lifted into the window, Second Bat- 
talion Chief Walter Jones climbed out 
of it, ordering O'Leary and Joseph Scan- 
lon of Truck 6 to hold his legs. He 
swung backward and forward to get 
momentum and then gripped the ledge 
in front of the window where the woman 
stood, He caught her about the body 
and lifted her out of the window. Then 
they fell cléar of the ledge. 

The two firemen were nearly dragged 
out of the window holding on to the 
feet of the Battalion Chief, who moved 
backward and forward, with his head 
downward, clinging to the woman's 
waist. The weight was too great for the 
two firemen.in the window to pull them 
back, The Chief’s grip of the woman 
seemed to. be loosened, while there was 
danger that.all four would fall. 

An aerial ladder, forty-five feet long, 
was thrown up against the wall and 
Fireman Frederick Miller ran up to 
catch the woman if she fell, Winding 
his legs about the ladder, he leaned far 
out and used both hands to steady the 
woman. For a few séconds they re- 
mained in this desperate situation, where 
a false move. or the sudden exhaustion 
of the strength’ of any of the four fire- 
men might have sent all crashing down 
forty. feet to the sidewalk. Then more 
firemen. reached the window, -gsripped 
O’Leary and Scanion, who began slowly 
to lft the Battalion Chief, while Fire- 
man’ Miller wriggled up the ladder and 
continued to aid in holding the woman, 
who wes finally carried safely into the 
room. She was. Mrs. Catherine Cal- 
lahan, mother of -the girl who ‘had been 
previously rescued.

MEXICO. CITY, Sept. 1, (Associated 
Press.)—A denfnse of Mexico against for- 
eign representations, particularly from 
the United States, regarding the Hves of 
foreigners’ and their property, ‘was con- 
tained in a message of President Car- 
ranza read at the opening session of 
Congress tonight; 

Particular ‘reference was made in the 
message to alleged injustices practiced 
against Mexicans in the United States, 
A long list of thé alleged offenses was 
given under the section ofthe address 
devoted to foreign relations. 

The message also defended Mexico's 
neutrality during the war and protested 
avainst charges that the Mexican Gov- 
ernment was incapable and unwilling to 
protect foreign’ lives and property. 

President Carranza asserted that Mex- 
ico did not ask admission to the League 
of Nations because the League did not 
establish equality for all nations and 
races. Hé reiterated that Mexico had 
not recognized and would not recognize 
the Monroe Doctrine.

In connection with the second and 
third, he stated that new laws. proiding 
for the payment of damages up to the 
present time, including net only dam- 
ages suffered duting the two revolu- 
tions, but résulting from isolated cases 
of revolt now existing in various parts 
of. Mexico, both to lies and property, 
when the damages were not caused by 
the fault of foreigners nor the negli- 
gence of the Government, would remove 
eause for complaint. Regarding claims 
filed because of loss of life or damage 
to property, the President asserted that 
the efficiency with which the Govern- 
ment punished offenders was significant. 
He declared it would be well ‘if diplo- 
mats should cause their nationals to 
exercise more care, and expressed his 
belief that, with an improvement of pro- 
tectiye measures, causes for complaint 
would decrease since foreigners would 
become suré of the sincerity and ability 
of the Mexican Government to fulfill 
guarantees. . 

Discussing the fourth ‘cause of fric- 
tion, the President said that; this was 
most serious since it involved a limita- 
tidn ‘of national soveréignty. He took 
up his previous declarations expressing 
the refusal of Mexico to sacrifice her 
liberty to govern according to her own 
necessities and not ‘simply to satisfy 
the demands of oil interests.”

The committee was ‘anpdiiatee by Prest- 
dent James P..Hollend of the State Fed- 
ération.on July,29 to confer with repre- 
sentatives of Industrial, commercial, 
manufacturing, financial, transportation, 
and other enterprises’ and associations 
representing-such enterprises. The con- 
ferences were held in the rooms of the 
Merchants’ Association of New York. 
The report, signed by John F. Pierce as 
Chairman and Isadore Epstein as Secre- 
tary, was as follows: 

Text of the Report. 
Wew York, Sept. 1, 1919. 

To James P. Holland, President New 

York State Federation of Labor: 

Dear Sir and Brother: Your commit- 
tee of members of trade unions under 
thé jurisdiction of the New York State 
Federation of Labor and affiliated 
with the American Federation of La- 
bor, whom you instructed on July 29 
to confer with representatives of in- 
dustrial, commercial manufacturing, 
financial, transportation, and other en- 
terprises and associations representing 
such enterprises with a view to devis- 
ing plans to effect a reduction in the 
cost..of living, beg leave to submit the 
following report; 

Your committee does not intend to 
burden. you with a tiresome disserta- 
tion on the causes of the high cost of 
living.

Several messages have appeared, how- 
ever, about the ‘troops attempting to 
convey @ reassuring impression as to 
their attitude. ‘Thus, althotgh it is ad- 
mitted by practically all Socialist and 
‘Liberal sectiohs of the press—and the 
militarist press has. been ominously 
silent about the whole business—that the 
troops have committed excesses and 
done nothing to make Germany loved 
in the ‘occupied territories, yet they 
are mad¢é to appear more as a happy- 
go-lucky army, intent on retaining what 
it has, than anything else.” ‘We. are 
told that they, are having an easy, 
comfortable. life in. Lettland and do 
not wish to give it up. We are told 
that they know nothing about politics 
and are concerned only with their own 
prospects of employment after demobi- 
lization. We are told that they enjoy 
their present Hfe so much that they 
are beyond even their officers’ control 
and are not- to be depended upon to 
take part in a counter-revolution. 

Von der Goltz’s “ Political Army.” 

But this, even if it is true, is only 
camouflaging the real question now at 
issue, which is, What was the political 
motive behind the formation of this 
army, and what political motives are 
now. prompting ite leaders? For that 
everything about this army is political 
is now admitted by the whole Liberal 
press. The Vossische Zeitung says the 
reasons for the Baltic adventure had 
nothing to do with the desires of the 
soldiers, but were of a purely. political 
nature, and; .going much, beyond its 
ostensible object of repelling the Bol- 
‘shevist: invasion, the whole Baltic ex- 
pedition, according to this journal, was 
simply a continuation of the Baltic pol- 
icy initiated during the war and an 
effort to interfere with the self-determi- 
nation of the Baltic peoples. 

‘ Vorwirts, too, which is a Government 
organ, is among those who reproach the 
Baltic policy as being “all wrong.”’ It 

says the initial mistake was made when 
the ne Baba junkers were allowed to raise 
a volunteer army for the defense of the 
Baltic provinces. This army was re- 
cruited simultaneously with the imperial 
army, so that confusion existed in the 
public mind regarding the-status of the 
two armies, and the junkers were able 
to use their army for purposes which 
did not serve the interests of the Ger- 
man Government, 

Indeed, it is now openly admitted that 
the whole policy of this army, as con- 
ducted by von der Goltz and his junkers, 
was simply one of land-grabbing, and 
we find even such a paper as the 
Berliner Tageblatt seriously advising the 
troops to evacuate the stolen land only

MAGYAR CABINET 
OFFERS RESIGNATION 


But Makes Stipulation in Reply 
to the Entente Order to 
Get Out. 


BUDAPEST, Sept. 1, via Vienna, (As- 
sociated Press.)—-The Government of 
Premier Friedrich has offered to step 
down and out. It is reported that the 
Premier has offered the Entente the 
resigriation of the entire Cabinet, his 
Ministry to be succeeded by one under 
Franz Heinrich, the present Minister of 
Commerce. 

This new Cabinet, according to the 
reported plan, would include Jules Peidli, 
the former Premier ; Paul Garami, Min- 
ister of Justice in the Peidll Cabinet, 
and Karl Payer, Minister of Home 
Affairs in the same Cabinet; Martin 
Lovassy, Foreign Minister in the first 
Friedrich Cabinet, and Stephan Szabo, 
Minister of Small Farmers in the pres- 
ent Friedrich Ministry. , 

Certain conditions are attached to. the 
offer, according to authoritative sources. 
The Entente, it is declared, must recog- 
nize and negotiate with the new Govern- 
thent as representing the constituted au- 
thérity of Hungary and permit it to 
organize a new army and police force. 
It. is stipulated likewise that the Ru- 
manians shall gfadually leave the coun- 
try; and that while they remain they 
ghall discontinue acts such as the dis- 
arming. of Hungarian officers and the 
requesitioning of supplies.

A VALUABLE AIRPLANE TEST. 

The New York-Toronto air race, in 
which no less than 80 contestants fin- 
ished, after flying more than 1,000 
miles, will give a much-needed stim- 
ulus to aviation in this* country: ~ 4n 
fact, it was one of the most. success- 
ful tests of the airplane ever made. 
The superlative cannot always . be 
used gp Tamayes but it is doubtful 
whether 
furnish ‘a record so satisfactory and 
so’ productive of practical experience. 
Lieutenant B. W. Marwnarp,. the 
‘*"gpeed winner,’’ averaged 184 miles 
an hour and for a short stretch flew 
at the rate of 176 miles an hour. He 
was easily first in swiftness of flight, 
Lieutenant H. H. Groraz, second on 
the list, taking nearly an hour longer 

to make the round trip—to be exact, 
55%4 minutes. What is particularly 
noteworthy about Lieutenant “May- 
NARD’s achievement -is_that his motor 
functioned at about 1,825 revolutions 
a’'minute all the way, and no adjust- 
ments were needed. ‘ That Js to, say, 
his Liberty engine was as near per- 
fection as human skill could make it. 
The plane, a De Haviland-4, was 
American built. A great triumph for. 
the De Haviland type of plane and 
the :American Liberty motor was this 
so-called air race. ; 

It seems to haye been established 
that the De Haviland-4, which has 
an enviable reputation in France for 
battle work, is in the’ van for com- 
mercial use. Of the eight~machines 
that led the list for speed, seven were 
of this type, a Le Pere finishing ‘in 
sixth place; and of the -thirty. air- 
planes that made the distance be- 
tween the two cities both’ ways, twelve 
were De Haviland-4s and’ one-a ‘De 
Haviland-9. The German Fokkers, of. 
which two were in the race, did not 
distinguish themselves. It would have 
been pleasant to record a fine’ per- 
formance for Colonel Wim C. 
Barxsr, the one-armed Canadian’ace, 
who for sentimental reasons used -a 
Fokker, ‘but he finished twenty-sev- 
enth, meeting with - mishaps due 
chiefly to the weather. Another Fok- 
ker, piloted by Captain C. |W. Coox, 
finisKed ‘eighteenth. Several of the 
foreign-built machines did well, but 
were not prominent at the last. 

It is to be observed that the De 
Haviland-4 was one of the types of 
machines recommended for commer- 
cial purposes in the exhaustive. ‘re- 
port of the British Parliamentary 
Committee on Civil Aerial.

The. counsels of moderation which 
the President addressed to thé railw way 
workmen had the country’s hearty 
approval..
